S. Gorbachev for aid lo bolster the cnim-

against direct aid. But Prime Minister Brian 
Mulroney was more sympathetic, extending 
commercial crcdit.s to Mo.scow ami saying. 
"Houston has lo provide the hegmnings of 
an economic response." 

Bush said he would present a letter from 
Gorbachev when leaders of the world’s sev- 
en riche.st democracies convene Monday for 
ih'cir 16th annual economic summit: The let- 
ter. dispatched July 4, came lo Busli in his 
foie as summit host.

IIOUSTON - To help overcome svliat 
it is calling a "sense of mistrust” in the 
United States toward Japan, the Japanese 
govcmmeiil is undertaking a S330 million 
eflbn lo make Americans more familiar 
with Japan’s cultural and social life, 
Tokyo officials disclosed Sunday on the 
eve of the seven-nation economic summit.

Weather helps Alaska firefighters 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — 
Wildfires continued to spread across 
Alasto on Sunday but the third 
stnu^i day of cooler weather and 
scattered showers slowed the rate at 
which forests were tailing. 

“The favorable weather has been 
helpful lo our suppi^ion eflbrts and 
hopefully it will continue, said Pat 
Flowers, a spokesman with the inter- 
agency fire information center in 


Fairbanks. "Cloudiness and more 
rain arc forecast.” 

'The cooler weather allowed the 
2,100 rirefighicrs assigned to ‘he 
most threatening of the 203 wildfires 
burning across the slate’s vast Intcn- 
or lo approach close enough to take 
the ofTcnsivc' from the flames, said 
Rob McWhorter of the. Bureau of 
Land Managmenu 
The Tok airport was reopened to 


civilian air traffic on Sunday as the 
fire that last week swept through por- 
tions of the town of 1,200 residents 
was moving away from the Tok and 
toward the village of Tetlm, 20 miles 
away. McWhorter said. 

Ncitlicr Tellin's homes nor iLs 60 
residents were immediately threat- 
ened by the fire, but firefighters were 
monitoring winds lo sec which way 
the fire would go, McWhorter said.

That law makes it 
a felony to perform an abortion or 
aid in the procedure, a misdemeanor 
for a woman to have an abortion and 
a misdemeanor for a person to solic- 
it a woman to have an abortion.

They hope to find botli here this week in an historic meet- 
ing of Idaho’s six Indian nations which will celebrate their 
rich cultures and focus the debate on their role in comempo- 
rar)' America.-: • 

The All-Idaho Indian Expo beginning today marks ibe 
first common gathering of all six Idaho tribes, which have 
become forces to be reckoned with on issues like the use ot 
reservation land, higli-stakes bingo, health care and tribal 
unemployment. 

"To us. this i.s an historical cvem.” said Sharin Smartt. 
Expo organizer for the Slio.shone-Paiutc Tribes. "Originally, 
we were enemies." ...

Robert John Win-slow, a Des

Wa-shington. 

An FBI document filed in federal 
court in Seattle said the 29-ycar-old 
Winslow talked in one of the pjots of 
a "kill zone" — a place to strategical- 
ly place the bomb to kill the most 
people as they scurried out of a bar.. 


"This thing is so bizarre 1 wish 1 
could understand it,” said Winslow’s 
mother, Ann Winslow of Des 
Moines. “1 don't know what to say. 
I’m sick about iL” • ■“ 

Winslow, who was released from 
-the Army in Fcbniaiy, is in jail in 
Boise on charges of conspiracy to 
bomb, knowingly making, receiving 
and possessing pipe, bombs and ille- 
gally carrying fircaims. He is sched- 
uled to go-on trial Oct. -1 and faces up 
to 20 years in prison and fines of 
S750.000. 

Rob McKenzie, 57, a neighbor of 
Winslow’s when he was growing up 
Des Moinesl Bcavcrdalc area, said, 
“Rob was the kind of kid who went 
out of his way to be nice to you.” 
Another neighbor. Pal Hardy, said 
“I’m stunned. He always seemed like 
he had his head screwed on right.” 

An FBI document filed in Seattle 


said the FBI learned of Winslow’s 
plans when it began'to electronically 
eavesdrop on conversations between 
him and Steven E. Nelson, 34, anoth- 
er Aryan Nations member. It is be- • 
lieved the agents were tipped off by 
an inside informant. 

“On April 8, 1990, agents over- 
heard Winslow and Nelson describe 
their plans to manufacture n bomb 
and destroy a gay bar in Seattle,* the 
document said. Court records said 
agents followed Winslow on April 14 
to a mountainous area outside Hay-' 
den Lake and saw him detonate a 
pipe bomb. 

The FBI contends that Winslow . 
had targeted the Neighbors Oisco, a 
homosexual b.ar in Scuttle. Also on 
the list, the FBI said, were the Rain- 
tree, a bar with predominantly black 
clientele in Tacoma, Wash., and an 
unidentific synagogue in Seattle. «.

Undeterred by the lack of interest 
in' Washington. D.C., the leaders of 
the territory, determinedly and suc- 
cessfully pursued their goal in the 
364 days that followed the start of 
the constitutional convention. . 

The delegates labored through the 
hot summer days, ending their task 
on Aug. 6, 1889, when they each 
signed the completed document. 

Three months later, on Nov. 5. the 
electors gave emphatic approval of 
••the dream by voting 12,39810 T, 773 
to ratify the document. And the fol- 
lowing April, the House of Represen- 
tatives accomplished the first of three 
necessary steps to siaichood when it 
passed the odmissions legislation. 

To complete the process. President 
Benjamin Harrison signed the act on 
July 3, 1890, two days afier approval 
from the Senate, creating a new .state 


for the federal union and adding a 
new star to it.s flag. 

In Idaho, celebrations started im- 
mediately, continuing through, the 
Fourth of July. 

Following the formal and im- 
promptu celebrations, the new state 
proceeded to select its first officials. ' 

Tlic strong leadership from old Al- 
turas County that had caused so 
much jealousy in other areas of the 
territory was still evident during the 
election process - almost half of the 
officials -chosen were residents of 
town.s that are now part of the Magic 
Valley. 

A.J. Pinkham of Kcichum was 
named secretary of state; George H. 
Roberts of Hailey, 'became attorney 
general; Joseph. H. Harroun of Al- 
bion became State Superimendent of 
Public Instruction; and Isaac N. Sul- 
livan of Hailey was named the first 


chief justice ofthc Supreme Court. 

In addition. Charlc.s O. Slockslagcr 
of Hailey was named the first district 
judge nnd G.C. Bamum of Shoshone, 
the first district attorney for the 4th 
Judicial District. 

Last, week, celebrations were held 
throughout the slate, just as they 
were a century ago. And each county 
of the stale was once again represent- 
ed in Boise during a state event, the 
official centennial celebration. 

This' time, however, the delegates 
did not spend their time woricing on a 
constitution. Instead, they symbol- 
ized the uniqueness of each of the 44 
counties that together, make up the 
whole that is our equally unique state 
of Idaho.

Canada, U.S. to begin pollution negotiations 


HOUSTON (AP) — President 
Bush and Canadian Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney said Sunday their 
. nations would begin negotiations on 
an air pollution agreement this 
month. 

The announcement was foreseen a 
year ago when Bush decided to seek 
new controls on the sources of acid 
rain, an issue Canada has been com- 
plaining about for a decade. 

Both houses of Congress have 
passed different versions of legisla- 
tion requiring utility smokestacks to 
reduce cxten-sively emissions of sul- 
fur dioxide and nitrogen oxides, the 
principal raw materials causing acid 
rain. 

Environaientalists monitoring the 




economic .summit welcomed the an- 
nouncement and said it was 
inevitable, 

In a session before the summit of- 
ficially begins Monday. Bush and 
Mulroney set an infomial timetable 


for talks to begin on an air pollution 
agreement. 

William Reilly, adminisiratbr of 
the Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, will meet with his counterpiirt, 
Robert de Cotrel. in Ottawa. Canada, 
on July 16, the Itaiders said. Formal 
negotiations should begin shortly af- 
ter that, they said. 

"I think this day will be long re- 
membered in the history of our rela- 
tionship for the significant departure 
it constitutes from past positions," 
Mulroney said. He and other Cana- 
dian leaders have been rebulfcd in 
past attempts to prod the United 
Slates into curbing pollutants.

BOISE - Is there anybody in Idaho who 
doesn't know who Cecil Andrus is? 

Probably not. 

After a busy round of Centennial events -

Wlicthcr 
BST is obtained "externally" or through 
standard metabolic processes, the observed 
hormone levels in milk ore not appreciably 
changed, industry studies show. Externally, 
produced BST only encourages the cow to 
do better what Cod has already made possi- 
ble..

A second argument for the moratorium is 
aptly summarized by the slogan “Save Fami- 
ly Farms!” listed.above the ’^lo-BGH" logo 
recently spattered across Ben & Jerry's ice 
cream canons. 

Ben & Jerry’s maintains that the commer- 
cial availability of BST would lower milk 
prices and drive smaller family forms out of 
business. This criticism played a key role in’ 

jhcpjsMgc.qfWjsco.n,sinl5.IcgisIntion, 

where John Kinsman, a former, was an out- 
spoken critic of the hormone on those eco- 
nomic grounds. 

However, in a report released in April 
1989, the U.S. Deportment of Agriculture 
noted that milk production has increased 
about 1 50 percent since 1 950 in the absence 
of BST. The same report also suggested that 
by 1996 the number of farms could foil by 
between 20 percent and 23 percent without 
BST. 

Moreover, other non-BST productivity en- 
hancements ore on the horizon, The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture report concluded that a 
trend toward "specialization and fewer but 
larger forms" is olrcady under way in the 
livestock industry. So o moratorium on BST 
may be little more than an ottempt to beat 
back the waves of economic and tcchnologi- 


Criticisms of BST arc based more on in- 
ference and conjecture than fact There re- 
mains no compelling reason to /avor a mora- 
torium. By contrast, it is a well-established - 
scientific fact that BST can increase milk 
production by 10 percent to 25 percent. 

A larger supply of milk would lower dairy ' 
prices and benefit consumers. Additionally, 
the poor would find it easier to avoid calci- 
um deficiency if dairy products were more 
affordable. 

On the producer side, increased productiv- 
ity could increase farm revenues. Such pro- 
.ductlvityfiiicrcasesalso.providc.anadditioo...... 

al degree’ of freedom in farming by allowing 
milk producers more management flexibilt- . 
ty. Farmers could increase output or main- 
tain current output with a smaller herd. This , 
added flexibility could actually help small . 
formers compete better in the moiketplace! 

Jerry Greenfield, a founder of Ben & Jer- ' 
ry’s, recently stated, “Dairy farmers have a 
hard-fought and well-deserved reputation for 
producing wholesome natural foM. No tech- 
nology that challenges this reputation can be 
said to benefit farmers or their customers." 

Greenfield is entitled to his opinion, and 
Ben & Jerry’s is entitled to moke its ice ' 
cream out of whatever it wants: 

However, 'it is far from selfless for the 

manufacturer of a high-price, high-iat ice 

cream to support legislation that reduces the 
availability cn milk products for lower-ln- 
-eomd-AmerioainSi- 


Another criticism leveled at BST is that 
we do not need increased milk production 
because of the currerit “dairy surplus.” How- 
ever, there is no surplus of non-fat milk 
products at this time, although tRtre is a sur- 
plus of butter. 

Moreover, the pricc-suppori programs that 
have caused this surplus represent some of 
the most restrictive agricultural protection- 
ism in the world. A moratorium on BST 
would merely odd on another layer of pro- 
tection and further hurt the competitiveness 
of U.S. dairy producers on global markets. 


The odd combination of anti-technology 
Luddites, “socially conscious” ice cream 
makers and some small farmers should not 
be allowed to dictate wbnt will or will not 
"benefit” the American people. Resuicting 
the availability of BST will simply ensure 
that consumers won’t get the chance to de- 
cide whether Jeremy Rifkin and Ben & Jer- 
ry’s might be wrong.

_ f anyone else cloimed to have smuggled a 
fake bomb, undetected, aboard a scheduled 

flight from. London to.Ncw. York. ihefirst 

impulse would be to dismiss the person as a 
head cose. 

But when Dr. Jim Swire says he beat the 
security system at London’s Heathrow Air- 
port by doing just that, you have to believe 
him. 

Judging by my own fiKTon Swire,' it wiis 
just a matter of time before he would put 
Heathrow’s suppo.sedly improved safe- 
guards to the test. 

Swire’s daughter Flora, 24, was a pa.s.scn- 
ger on Pan Am Flight 103, die jetliner 
downed by a tcrrori-sl bomb over Lockerbie, 
Scotland, in December 1988, killing all 259 
aboard and 1 1 on the ground. 

Although investigators said the bomb - 
made of Semtex plastic explosive and hid- , 
den in a Toshiba radio-c;ussette player - had 
been loaded at Frankfurt. Germany, for an 
earlier leg of Flight 103, Swire refused to

accept that ofTicial theory. 

The British doctor always believed the. 
terrorists look advaat,igc.of lax security at 
London's Heathrow. Now he claim.s to have 
proved that such a brc.och was not only pos- 
sible then; but alsothat a similoruct could - - 
still be accomplished. 

In a radio interview earlier this week with 
the British Broadcasting Corp., Swire said 
he had carried a replica of the bomb on a 
flight from London to New York only three 
weeks ago to show that security at Heathrow 
has not been adequately improved since the 
1988 disaster. 

Tlic only difTcrcncc between Swire’s fac- 
simile and the fatal device planted on Flight 
1 03 by members of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine, General Command, 
was that Swire’s radio-cu.sscl(e player was 


packed with harmless marzipan frosting in- 
stead of the Czech-made Semtex explosive. 

. . Marzipan is a relatively simple confection 
of ground almonds, sugar ond egg white, 
mixed to 0 pliable po.stc that looks and 
smells like Semtex. 

Although Swire declined to name the air-.. . 
line on which he carried the marzipon- 
packed dummy bomb, it would be stupid to 
’Uis'miss his claim as (he figment oFon over-’ 
wrought imagination. 

My personal file on the Pan Am ease 
shows that Swire - a former explosives spe- 
cialist in a reserve regiment of the Royal En- 
gineers — constructed such a replica, using 
marzipan, as long ogo os May 1989. He then 
exhibited it during a meeting ofLockerbie 
victims’ relatives at London’s Russell Hotel. 

“I put in a dummy detonator, timer, batter- 
ies and pressure switch.” Swire said of that 
demonstration model. "Any security man 
could be taught to (delect) it in five min- 
utes.” 


In the BBC interview, Swire described the 
replica he smuggled past security three 
weeks ago os having "a dummy detonator . . 
which would have shown up on X-ray, on 
extra printed circuit board, extra batteries, 
prc.ssurc transducer and so on — all wired 
up.ina.form that wouJdhnvc worked if the-. _ 
marzipan had been replaced with Semtex.” 
Ironically, Swire’s flight was actually se- 
lected for “special security" spot-checking. 
His suitcase was opened, and the Toshiba 
radio-cassette player was personally re- 
moved by an inspector, who shook it and 
then replaced it in the suitcase, which is 
“now in America,” according to Dr. Swire. 

But unimproved security al Heathrow is 
not all (hat bothers Swire. He is sure the 
Flight 103 bomb was planted by Ahmad Jib- 
ril’s Syrian-based Popular Front faction for 
a reported S1.3 million commission, which 
was paid by the government of Iron.

BOISE - Is there anybody in Idaho who 
doesn't know who Cecil Andrus is? 

Probably not. 

After a busy round ofCeniennial events - 
usually with Idaho’s chief executive playintj 
a prominent role - Andrus has been in the 
headlines and on the telecasts almost non- 
stop in the past week. 

It’s the sort of exposure that’s priceless to 
political candidates, and Andms just hap- 
pens to be running for his fourth term as 
governor. Add in 20-plus years in slate and 
national Jobs and you get enormous name 
rccogoition. 

• His Republican opponent, Roger Fairchild 
of Fruitland, had only a long-shot chance of 
upsetting Andrus before' the recent Centen- 
nial events, and that slim prospect appears 
even dimmer now.

If anyone else claimed to have smuggled a 
fake bomb, undetected, aboard a scheduled 
flight from London to New York, Ihc first 
impulse would be to dismiss ihe person as a 
head cose. 

But wheri Dr. Jim Swire says lie beat the 
security system at London’s I leathrow Air- 
port by doing just that, you have to believe 
him. 

Judging by my own file on Swire, it was 
just a matter of time before he would put 
Heathrow's supposedly improved safe- 
guards to the test. 

Swirc’.s (jaughtcp Flora, 24. was a passen- 
ger on Pan Am Flight 103, the jetliner 
downed by a terrorist bomb over Lockerbie, 
Scotland, in December 1988, killing all 259 
aboard and 1 1 on the ground. 

Although investigators s.iid the bomb - 
made of Semtex plastic explosive and hid- 
den in a.Tbshiba radio-ciussclte player - had 
been loaded at Frankfurt, Gemiany. for an 
earlier leg of Flight 103, Swire refused to

a'ceept that official theory. 

The British doctor always believed the 
terrorists took advantage of lax security at 
London’s Heathrow. Now he claira.<: to have 
proved that such a breach was not only pos- 
sible then, but also that a similar act could 
still be accomplished. 

In a radio interview earlier this week with 
the British Broadcasting Corp., Swire said 
he had carried a replica of the bomb on a 
flight from London to New York only three 
weeks ago to show that security at Heathrow 
has not been adequately improved since the 
1988 disa.stcf. 

The only difference between Swire’s fac- 
simile and the fatal device planted on Flight 
103 by members of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine, General Command. 
wa.s iliat Swire’s radio-cu-ssette player was 


packed with harmless m^pnn frosting in- 
stead of Ihc Czech-made Semtex explosive. 

Marzipan is a relatively simple confection 
of ground almonds, sugar nnd egg white, 
mixed to a pliable paste that looks and 
smells like Semtex, 

Although Swire declined to name the air- 
line on which he carried the marzipan- 
packed dummy bomb, it would be stupid to 
dismiss his claim as the figment of an over- 
wrought imagination. 

My personal file on the Pan Am ease 
shows that Swire - a former explosives spe- 
cialist in a reserve regiment of the Royal En- 
gineers - constmeted such a replica, using • 
marzipan, as long ago as May 1989. He then 
exhibited it during a meeting of Lockerbie 
victims’ relatives at London’s Russell Hotel. 

"I put in a dummy detonator, timer, batter- 
ies and pressure switch,” Swire said of that 
demonstration model. "Any security man 
could be taught to (detect) it in five min- 
utes."

Tlie-Leaguo an- 
nounced its initiative drive lost 
March to preclude the political in- 
fighting and court battles that have 
ensued in recent attempts at redraw- 
ing legislative boundaries. 

The current apportionment was 
imposed by the courts in 1984 after 
a bitter fight which cost the Legisla- 
ture some SIOO.OOO in legal fees. It 
was that divisive atmosphere -the 
League hoped to avoid by putting 
the responsibility before a citizens* 
panel. ' . 

The League needed 38,743-signn- 
turcs to place the issue on the 
November ballot, but only brought 
in about lO.OPO.

Flotilla sails 
into Lewiston 

LEWISTON (AP) — Crowds 
lined the banks of the Snake River 
and clapped as the Centennial Com- 
memorative flotilla arrived at the end 
of the line, in Lewiston. 

The occupants in the two wooden 
scows cheered and splashed “ each 
other with water os they celebrated 
Saturday the end of on amazing 
three-week journey covering more 
than 400 miles of often dangerous 
Whitewater on Idaho’s Salmon River 
to its confluence at the Snake. 

The trip, which began in snow and 
rain June 17 in Stanley, covered 
some of the most serene waters in the 
state, as well as the most furious 
along the Salmon’s River of No Re- 
turn. Vorious croft joined the flotilla 
during its journey, at one point grow- 
ing to more than 60 vessels.

Finally attracted by the' loud banging 
of cans as Mamce puts the groceries 
away, our hapless husband makes an ap- 
pearance in the pantry during halftime. 
“Oh, 1 wondered where you were,” he 
says. He then irvhoccntly inquires: “How 
come you put the soup on the bottom 
shelf instead of higher up where it’s easi- 
er to read the label?” 

The ensuing explosion rocks the apart- 
ment walls, setting off a kitchen-sink ar- 
gument that covers every “crime” 
Mamce and Rick have ever perpetuated 
against each other. In the heated verbal •. 
exchange, neither spouse recognizes 
triggering event - Mamcc’s not asking 
openly and directly for her husband s 
help. 

Mnmcc's bchavio.r isn’t unusual. Most 
women arc culturally programmed not to 

ask for assistance. Rather, they take the., 
-—indirect route ofwQiting-fot others to of- i 
fer help, and then feel hurt and angry 
when it isn’t forthcoming. 

Or they stagger around under the 
weight of enormous burdens without 
ever thinking they need help or consider- • 
ing the possibility that others could help. 

Why do so many women hurt or sabo- 
tage themselves rather than voice their 
need for help? Here arc some reasons. 

Women are socialized to do everything 
themselves. Traditionally, while men 
have been socialized in American society 
_.to be brcadwinncm. girls have been so- 
cialized to be wives, mothers and home- 
makers. Their unconscious programming 
tells them they're responsible for .every 
detail that relates to housework and child 


What stopped Mamce from saying ‘to 
- Rick, ‘Tm tired from shopping and 
would appreciate your help in bringing in 
the groceries?" Partly the fact slic,wusn’l 
' really sure her request was legitimate. 

Even though Mamce, who works out- 
side the home, has libcralcd ideas about 
sharing parenting and housework, her 
deeper feelings don’t match her stated 
belief. Mamcc’s mother and gmndmoih- 
cr made considerable sacrifices in the 
roles of wife and mother, asking little in 
return. Mamec’s unconscious model is to 
take care of everything by herself. 

To do less causes her to feel guilty and 
to experience feelings of failure, 

Ironically, programmihg like Mamcc’s 
I tends to make some women resist their

Jennifer and her friend Brad Easterduy svill be se- 
niors this fall at Castleford High School, and they esti- 
mate that about half the people in their 26-mcmbcr 
class smoke. 

Bucking a national trend, more guys than girls at 
Castleford smoke. But Easterday says he’s never had - 
■ the desire to pick up the habit. 

Kalissa Copeland, 10, of Rupert, says she will never 
smoke. And she says she doesn’t know of anybody in 
her school who has tried cigarettes. 

Last year, in the fourth grade, Kalissa's cla.ss heard

. back on fat, and that, many researchers believe, is the 
real benefit. 

Nonetheless, many nulritionisl-s advise us to in- 
crease the amount of fiber in our diets. At the vcty 
least, they note, there is no doubt that a diet high in 
insoluble fiber will help prevent constipation. You 
_ oroh.-thly already know that fruit s, veg etables , grains, 
beans and pcas arc airHi^i in fiScF Here, from’ Oic' 
Medical Letter are some more .specific ways to in- 
crease your intake of dietary fiber; 

• Eat the skins of fruits and vegetables; a potato 
with the skin has almost twice the fiber as one with- 


• Eat plenty of fruits with edible seeds: kiwis,, figs, 
blueberries and raspberries. 

• Include more of the stems when. preparing such 
vegetables as broccoli and asparagus.. 

• Peel grapefruits and cat the sections witli tlicir 
membranes. You’ll get more fiber than if you halve' 
TTicm and eat tlicm with a spOOn.

Esprit crafted "a cutting edge ad" 
thar is ‘‘perfectly in tunc with emerg- 
ing social values," declared Harry 
Miner, West Coast vice president of 
Yankclovieh Clancy Shulman mar* 
"ItciIngTCScarch firm. “In, years past, 
•it would have been a wasted market- 
_jn 2 _cfTort, but it's i n tunc t oday." 

The Vankelovicii Monitor, an an- 
nual study of liie social values of 
Americans, has shown a dramatic 
shift over the past few years from 
buying goods and 'services for con- 
spicuous consiiniption to purcliases 
that satisfy an "inicmal compass." 
he said, 

'"“The ad’s message doesn't' strike 
me as any way odd, (but) the fact 
lljul it's coming from a merchandiser 


is rather ground-breaking," he said. 

• Manlialtan’s Maijoric Deailc. a 
fashion industry analyst, was more 
cautious. 

“Obviously, bccau.se 1 am in the 
fashion business, 1 can’t endorse tlie' 
idea that we should all stop buying,’' 
said Deane, whose Manhattan-based 
Tobc Report, a weekly merchandis- 
ing analysis, reaches’ more than 
. 5,000 retailers. “If everybody misin- 
terpreted an ad like that, wc could 
have flower children all ovey again.” 

• But excess cun work both ways, 
she added: "I think pcople'havc real- 
ized already that the show-off alti- 
tude that prevailed during the Rca- 
giin era has gone. underground. Peo- 
ple are-not .standing around all over- 
ly-dres.sed. 1 think they are dressing 


more thoughtfully and not ashamed 
to say this is -last year's dress." She 
thinks a new awareness of “thought- 
ful consumption” is very much in 
line with today's thinking. 

In contrast, the Roper Organiza- 
tion’s reports, which track across- 
the-board consumer attitude and be- 
havior, don’t show a decline in ma- 
terialism, said vice president Dicklcy 
Townsend: “In fact, money' is as- 
suming greater importance in .peo- 
ples' lives. Whether it's greed or 
more an indication of declining buy- 
ing power, I don’t know.” The Rop- 
er reports indicate that, more. than 
ever, people value the things that 
money can buy. 

Still, she finds the ad intriguing,' 
possibly predictive: “Wc find that 


one segment of consumers, who are 
the opinion leaders and trend setters, - 
have become more conscientious 
about the environment and nonmatc- 
rial things. I think the Esprit ad 
could be an indicator of a reassess- 
ment in values" for opinion leaders 
and trend-setters. 

“It could be the sort of retailing . 
equivalent of the saving and loan 
crisis,” she added. “People are see- 
ing the fall of Donald .Trump. To 
some extent, he may symbolize the 
fall of greed and materialistic values, 
of the '80s, and it may be some kind 
of object lesson. - 

“Maybe Esprit has anticipated a 
whole new mood." 

At Esprit’s San Francisco head- 
quarters, public ‘ relations vmanugcr 


Celeste Allcync expects the Espnt 
model will bo imitated by other ap- 
parel manufacturers. 

"We're not asking people to stop 
shopping,” she said. “We’re just 
saying, 'Take a look around you. 
think twice and , be careful about 
your environment because' it's die 
only one you have.’ We’ve alway.s 
been a lifestyle company, one that 
cares for the cnvironihent, and we 
expect to continue in that direction. 

"This specific ad is a one-time 
only ad," she added, “and wc chose 
the Utnc Reader becanse wc knew 
the people reading it would be at- 
tuned to the message wc have." 

Eric Utnc. the Ulne Rcadcr’.s pub- 
liiihcr, said the ad has attracted a lot 
of attention; “1 think it’s pretty pro- 


found. . Tliey’rc asking their cu.s- 
lornurs to really evaluate thc whOlc 
consiinier ethic." 

The Utnc Reader, which he .started 
in 1984, isihe ‘Tustest growing gen- 
eral interest magazine in America," 
and "I think Esprit was rigid to ad- 
vertise with us because we think our 
readers arc llie opinion leaders of the 
baby boom.”
